The school board requisition for the 
Town of Strathmore has been increased 
more than twenty percent over that of 
last vear, and on this basis it could be 
appealed. Members of the Town Council 
found this at Tuesday night’s meeting, 
but decide net to do so. 


We're rather sorry they didn’t do so, 
really, if ouly as a matter of principle. 
Little would be accomplished, in all 


likelihood, by the appeal, but it might 
serve an excellent purpose if it remind- 
ed school board trustees that there are 
taxpayers on the end of the requisition 
who found it hard to raise last year’s 
levy, and who will find it harder still to 
raise this vear’s. And it would also 
serve a worthwhile purpose if it made 
the taxpavers themselves any 
aware of what is going on. 

In truth, we feel the taxpayers can 
hardly be blamed if they are not fully in 
the pictuve as to what is going on in the 
school division, ‘Lhere may be every 
prerogative for them to keep in touch, 
but it corcaimly does not mean to be 
made easy them.

Our 
school trustees, we know very well, 
have no sinecure, and probably they are 
doing their very best against great dift- 
iculties. But if people were more aware 
of it, there wouldn't be so much crit- 
icisma.

price range as given above. There 
is considerable freedom of sale be-

If an importing country demands 
its quota from any exporting coun- 
try, such must be fulfilled at the 
ceiling price. On the other hand if 
an exporting country ealls for the 
purchase of its supplies within the 
terms of the agreement such must 
be at the floor price. 

An important feature is that if 
an exporting nation fulfills its re- 
tuirements as outlined by the agree- 
ment, supplies in excess thereof 
can be sold anywhere at any price. 


For instance if Canada sells 23 
million bushels of wheat into ex- 


port markets and has available for 
export additional supplies, such can 
be sold anywhere. 

The agreement calculated to 
increase the demand for wheat 
throughout the world and to prevent 
importing nations going into the 
uneconomic production of wheat 
within their own boundaries.

Hay in the stack is better than 
money in the bank when we strike 
winters like the last two. Cattle 
can eat hay and if it’s on the farm 
or ranch the cattle and the hay 
usually can be brought together. 
Money in the bank may buy feed, 
but when roads are impassable that 
may not be much good. 

For safety, in the western, more 
favored part of this province, cattle 
and sheep producers would plan to 
have feed for two years on hand 
each fall, In the drier, eastern area, 
they would plan to have feed on 
hand for three years. Then when 


abnormal years of drouth or hard 
winters occur the reserves may De 
reduced but there will be time to 
build them up again or reduce live- 
stock holdings at desirable seasons 
the year. This was the recom- 
mendation of a recent conference of 
dominion aud provincial agricultur- 
ists at Lethbridge after a careful 
study of experiences over a long 
period of years. Many progressive 
producers are following this prac- 
tice and they are the men who don’t 
get into difficulties and don’t make 
news, 

Feed can be grown in all areas 
A little planning is required and 
strength of will to make feed when 
it is available. Advice on the most 
desirable feed to grow in the differ- 
ent districts can be had from your 
district agriculturist or the Do- 
minion Experimental Station, Leth- 
bridge. 

Plan now to build up your feed re- 
serves this year. Moisture prospects 
are good.

GARDEN NOTES:— ‘Times for 
seeding the different kinds of veg- 
etables are most important in suc- 
cessful gardening. In the group of 
vegetables to be seeded first are 
parsnips, onions and parsley. In 
the prairie garden this should be 
done as soon as the frost is out of 
the top soil layer. Parsley and par 
snips are slow in germinating in 
addition to a slow seasonal develop- 
ment.

| think we can all learn some- 
thing about one of our stable veg 
etaple crops, the lowly potato. What 
would a meal be without potatoes 
in some torm? 

Potatoes are a profitable crop. 
Unfortunately, very few people have 
proper storage facilities, and there- 


fore, must market their potatoes 
in the fall when the price is at the 
lowest ebb. Many farmers do not 
grade their produce, thus lowering 
the price. As to cash returns, more 
profit can be expected from one 
acre of potatoes than from = any 
other one acre of produce on the 
farm, 


Potatoes in Alberta fall into three 
large divisions, namely early, mid-| 
season and late. Some varieties in | 
these divisions are the Warba and | 
Carter’s Early Favorite. The mid- 
kinds are Bliss Triumph, | 
Barly Ohio and Cobbler. Of the late, 
varieties, the Wee MacGregor and 
Netted Gem are the most popular. | 
Other varieties showing promise are |

Clover that has been fertilized 
should be plowed down as a green 
manure crop. 


Potatoes respond very quickly to 


enriched land. A top dressing ot 
five to ten tons per acre of well 
rotted manure should be spread in 
the fall and worked in. Now you 
are ready to seed your potatoes, 
Oh no! You are not. Where did you 
get your seed? Is it from Found- 
ation or Certified seed stock? It 
should be, because you cannot ui 
ford to have infected seeds and 
then have an inspector tell you to 
destroy your crop. Assuming that 
; you have disease-free seed, have 
you treated it with Semasan Bel 


after cutting to control Rhizoctonia, 
I suspect that you are now begin- 
ning to think that growing potatoes 
isn’t as easy as you first thought. 

Now you are ready to seed your 
potatoes. How far apart do you 
place your drills and how far apart 
in the drill should you plant? 
Authorities suggest that where tr- 
rigation is present, to seed 36 to 40 
imehes apart and 12 inches apart in 
the driil. This allows the plants to 
feed outwards and the close plant 


|ing in the drill tends to produce 
more uniform size-—about eight 
ounces potatoes.

your drills and drill spacing to fit 
moisture conditions and soil type 
Most of the soil surrounding Stratn 
more produces potatoes of a natural 
shape and the texture is wonderful.

Standing water is conducive to the 
development of Black-Leg, a bac- 
terial potato disease.

In this way you 
will get seed from high-producing 
stock.
